Several Americans Are Re- 
ported to Have Been 
Killed, Including Captains 
William Low and Atwood. 


BATTLE CAUSED PANIC 
IN SAN DOMINGO CITY 


Gen. Ramon Batista, Lead- 
er of Rebels, Was Killed. 
Attempt to Arrest Batista 
Caused the Battle. 


Santo Domingo, October 24.—Inan en- 
gfagement between American’ troops 
and rebel forces today General Ramon 
Batista was killed. Several Americans 
also are reported killed, including two 
officers, and one American officer was 
wounded. 

The names of the American officers 
killed are given as Captains William 
Low and Atwood. Lieutenant Morri- 
s0n:- was wounded. 

The American commander attempted 
to arrest General Batista, who resisted 
and ordered an attack on the Ameri- 
can forces. Fighting continued for a 
considerable time, but the rebels were 
eventually defeated. 

The engagement took place opposite 
Santo Domingo City and caused some- 
what of a panic in the capital. Rein- 
forcements were sent there to aid 
American troops in maintaining order. 
The number of killed and wounded in 
the fight is at present not known. 


A revolt occurred in the Dominican 
@rmy several weeks ago, but American 
marines and, bluejackets soon had con- 
trol of the situation. They were re- 
inforced with American troops from 
Port-au-Prince, Haiti. 

The available naval lists make no 
mention of Captain Atwood, who is re- 
ported as having been killed. Captain 
William W. Low was attached to the 
first brigade of marines, stationed re- 
cently at Port-au-Prince. 


Lieutenant Victor I. Morrison is listed 


as attached to the first brigade of 
marines. 

NO REPORT 

TO WASHINGTON. 

Washington, October 24.—No report 
on the fight in San Domingo reached 
the navy department tonight, but offi- 
cials assumed that the latest outbreak 
was the work of a small band of rebels 
who recently revolted from the Domin- 
ican army and did’ not presage any 
general attempt at disorder. Last re- 
ports from the island told of compara- 
tive quiet throughout the republic, 
where American marine forces are busy 
organizing the native constabulary 
which is to police the country under 
the direction of American officers. 

Captain William Low was sent to 
Santo Domingo with his company from 
the marine barracks at Philadelphia. 
He wasa native of New Hampshire, ap- 
pointed to the marine corps from Con- 
necticut in 1889 and was 47 years old. 
Officers at marine corps headquarters 
tonight were unable to identify the 
mame Atwood.

Preliminary to the wedding the offi- 
ciating clergymen in Laredo and But- 
ler entered into a telegraphic conver- 
sation to ascertain the official stand- 
ing of each other in the church and 
their authority to perform the cere- 
mony. 

Linhart, accompanied by the Rev. C. 
W. Cook, appeared at the office of the 
Western Union Telegraph company at 8 
o’clock tonight for the unique cere- 
mony. At the same hour Miss Swartz 
accompanied by Rev. E. M. Talbot and 
Mrs. Captain Edward S. Clark, the 
bride’s maid, arrived at the telegraph 
office in Butler. The telegraph oper- 
ators handled messages direct between 
the two places embodying the full 
marriage ceremony of the Episcopal 
church, wherein both bride and groom 
signified their acceptance of each other 
as life partners. 

After the telegraphic ceremony Lin- 
hart was “waylaid” and pelted with 
rice by his brother guardsmen here and 
later in the evening was charivaried 
by a brass band from one of the Mis- 
souri regiments.

New York, October 24.—Charles E. 
Hughes tonight told an audience that 
crowded Scheutzen Park hall in Queens 
Borough that he did not want the 
support “of anyone who has any inter- 
est superior to that of the United 
States, who would not instantly cham- 
pion the right and interest of America 
against any country whatever, who 
wants immunity for foreign aggres- 
sion, or who would have the power of 
this nation held captive to any for- 
eign influence or swerved by alien 
machinations.” 

Mr. Hughes’ declaration wa's made 
at the first of three meetings at which 
he spoke in New York city tonight. 
The other two meetings were held in 
Harlem and the Bronx. 

No Secret Understanding. 


‘It is hardly necessary to say that 
if I am elected,” Mr. Hughes declared, 
“we shall have an exclusively Ameri- 
can policy in the service of American 
interests. I have no secret understand- 
ings, no un'stated purpose. If anyone 
supposes that in case of my election 
the right and interests of American 
citizens will be subordinated to any 
ulterior purpose or to the interest of 
the policies of any foreign power what- 


ever, he is doomed to disappointment. 


‘IT am an American, free and clear 
of all foreign entanglements. We pro- 
pose to have an administration, an 
American administration, while dealing 
with all nations on a basis of the most 
absolute fairness will maintain un- 
shakingly American rights on land and 
sea. . 

“We shall not tolerate the use of 
our soil for foreign intrigue. We shall 
not permit threats from any quarter 
or any foreign influence to swerve us 
from our action. I believe that the 
great mass of American people are sin- 
cerely patriotic. 

No Divided Allegiance. 

‘“T said long ago in my ‘speech of ac- 
ceptance that whether native or nat- 
uralized, of whatever race or creed, we 
have a common country and we could 
not tolerate a divided allegiance. 

“I desire the support of every true 
American, who stands for my prin- 
ciples, whatever his race, and I do not 
want the support of any one who has 
any interest superior to that of the 
United States. The United States must 
be supreme. 

“And as to anyone who would have 
an allegiance that is not single and 
complete, as to any who would not in- 
stantly champion the rights and in- 
terests of America against any coun- 
try whatever, as to any who would 
seek immunity for foreign aggression, 
or who would have thé power of this 
nation held captive to any foreign in- 
fluence or swerved by alien machina- 
tions, let them not vote for me.” 

The nominee repeated this declaration 
at both the subsequent meetings. He 
had prepared it in advance and in its 
delivery at the three meetings there 
were only minor changes .in its phrase- 
ology. 

Tonight’s meeting virtually marked 
the opening of the campaign in New 
York so far as Mr. Hughes persorally 
was concerned. He had spoken in this 
city only once before since the occasion 
being his speech of acceptance of July 
31. 

Treaty With Russia 

Mr. Hughes faced an audience which 
had listened for more than an hour to 
other speakers. The hall was crowded 
with every seat taken and many stand- 
ing in the aisles. He indorsed the re- 
publican platform plank, declaring for 
a treaty with Russia “that will recog- 
nize the absolute right of expatriation 
and prevent all discrimination of what- 
ever kind between American citizens, 
whether native born or alien.” In this 
connection Mr. Hughes said: 

“We are devoted to the principle of 
civil and religious liberty and we can- 
not recognize any racial or religious 
discrimination with respect to the priv- 
ileges of our citizens, whether at home 
or abroad. We must wisely promote 
all agencies of Americanization. We 
can permit no divided allegians, no 
alien spirit, no un-American outlook. 

“I also join in the hope expressed 
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the ordinary regulation of things, 
and the customary way of doing 
things, an inspiring spark of orig- 
inality that for the nonce. upsets 
the logic of the world’s reputed 
wisest man.

vif aman isn’t man enough to keep 
himself out of trouble on his own 
merits, he ought not to expect a young 
girl to go into a police station and 
ruin her own good name for him. Rad- 
cliff never told me that he had ever 
been in any trouble, and it is his fault 
that he is now in trouble.” 

This is the statement a young girl, 
who is of a good Atlanta family, told 
to city detectives last night, when she 
was informed that the man claiming 
to be her fiance, Hewett Radcliff, an, 
ex-federal prisoner, was incarcerated 
at police station and wanted her to 
come to him. 

Radcliff is charged with passing 
worthless checks on Atlanta merchants 
from whom he bought elaborate furni- 
ture, rented an apartment on the north 
side and stocked its kitchen with gro- 
ceries, expecting to marry the pretty 
Atlanta girl. 

The name*%of the girl is carefully 
withheld by the detectives. They as- 
sert she is innocent of Radcliff’s al- 
leged crooked work, and that they are 
not going to drag her into the cage, as 
they believe they have sufficient evi- 
dence on Radcliff to convict. 


Radcliff’s Story. 


Radcliff, on the other hand, tells a 
different story. He believes the girl 
he terms his ‘sweetheart will stand 
by him, and asserts his innocence, de- 
Claring that “the other woman” is 
trying to get him into trouble again. 

His story is as follows: 

“The woman who sent me to the 
United States pen for a year and a day 
on a false charge of ‘white slavery’ is 
today responsible for again wrecking 
my life when I had started anew, hav- 
ing met the only love of my life here 
in Atlanta. 

“My new sweetheart is going to stick 
to me, too,” Radcliff continued. 

“She will not think me gui!ty. I had 
money in the bank in Cleveland on 
which bank my checks were drawn, 
but the same woman who ‘framed’ me 
for the Atlanta pen has played another 
trick on me by drawing’ my money out 
so that my checks were returned mark- 
ed worthlegs,” 

Radcliff was released from the At- 
lanta federal penitentiary three weeks 
ago. He was taken into custody 
Tuesday in an exclusive north side 
apartment house overlooking Piedmont 
park. Here he had fitted himself up 
in fashion with luxurious furnishings 
and comforts of life. 


CHURCHIEN HI 
JQUOR TRAFFIC 


For First Time in History 
Episcopal Church Takes 
Stand Against the Saloon. 
Repression Urged. 


St. Louis, October 24.—For the first 
time in the history of the church, ac- 
cording to well informed leaders, a 
stand on the liquor traffic was taken 
here today in the general convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal church. A 
resolution adopted by the house of dep- 
uties placed the church on record as 
favoring “such action in our legisla- 
tive assembles as will preserve the in- 
terests of temperance and the repres- 
sion of the liquor traffic.” 

The action was an outgrowth of a 
memorial asking the convention to re- 
cord itself as favoring nation-wide pro- 
hibition, submitted by the church tem- 
perance society through Francis L 
Stetson, of New York. 

The saloon was scored in the report 
of the committee headed by Rev. James 
Ic. Freeman, of Minneapolis, Minn., 
which considered the menorial, The 
report said: 

“Our age is witnessing vast and uni- 
versal readjustment with reference to 
the manufacture and sale of liquor, and 
it is generally recognized that the sa- 
loon has become more and more a men- 
ace to the best interests of our cor- 
porate and individual life.” 

Over 1,080,000 Communicants. 

A report showing that the church 
has more than 1,080,000 communicants 
and 5,700 clergymen was presented to 
the house of deputies by tne committee 
on the state of the church. The report 
also showed that about 1,000 of the 
clergy are not engaged in parochial 
work and that there are about 563,000 
school officers and teachers under the 
church, with approximately 460,000 pu- 
pils. 

Baptisms, the report showed, have in- 
creased by about 12,000 and confirma- 
tions by about 14,000 over the preced- 
ing triennium. Parishes and missions 
number 8,341, and the total number of 
chureh buildings is 7,310. The report 
added that the church’ controls endow- 
ments aggregating $55,000,000, many 
educational and charitable institutions 
and has an average income of more 
than $20,000,000 a year. Endowments 
for the support of churches for the 
triennium totaled $19,078,112.09, as 
against $14,320,147 in 1913. Endow- 
ments for the support of bishops to- 


RUMANIANS RETREATING 
BEFORE TEUTONIC DRIVE 
IN DOBRUDJA PROVINGE 


CARRANZA LOSING 
CONTROL IN MEXICO 


Persistent Reports That the 
“First Chief” Is Preparing 
to Flee—Mrs. Carranza in 
United States. 


Washington, October 24.—Charges 


that General Carranza is preparing to 
leave Mexico are being freely made 
by his political opponents in Mexico 
City. They are based upon his decision 
to leave his capital for Queretaro, and 
the fact's that Mrs. Carranza already 
has crossed-into the United States, ac- 
companied by the wife of her husband's 
war minister and chief supporter, Gen- 
ral Obregon. 

Information to this effect is reaching 
officials’ here from various reliable 
sources. So far nothing tangible tend- 
ing to support the story has come 
through official channels. It is known, 
however, that many officials here be- 
lieve General Carranza ha's committed 
a political blunder at least, if he ig 
not in fact preparing for flight, by 
permitting his family to leave Mexico 
just at this time. The trip, they say, 
was certain to be construed by his 
enemies as a confession of weakness. 


Visit of Mrs. Carranza. 


The purpose of the visit of Mrs. Car- 
ranza and Mrs. Obregon, as explained 
at the Mexican embassy, is for a tour 
of the United States. 
arrival at the border also of Mrs. 
Jacinto Trevino, wife of the military 
commander of Chihuahua state, had not 
been received tonight. It was pointed 
out, however, that Trevino “has been 
among Carranga’s staunchest sup- 
porters and that if the first chief be- 
lieved his hold on the political situa- 
tion was weakening Trevino very prob- 
ably would be warned in order that 
he might also place his family in 
safety. 

The state department had not re- 
ceived tonight word that Generals Car- 
ranza and Obregon had left Mexico 
City for Queretaro. Previous advices, 
however, said that the first chief would 
go to that place in connection with the 
meeting of the constitutional conven- 
tion, for which delegates were elected 
last week. This is the only explana- 
tion obtainable here for Carranza’s de- 
parture from his capital. 

Persistent reports that Carranza was 
about to leave Mexico have been in cir- 
culation along the border for some 
time. It is not known that the Ameri- 
can military avthorities have been able 
to gather any definite information in 
this regard outside of the coming of 
Mrs. Carranza and Mrs. Obregon. 


Carranza’s Control Grows Weaker. 


Many war department officials have 
privately expressed their conviction, 
however, that the de facto government, 
or at least General Carranza’s personal 
control of the political situation, was 
growing steadily weaker. They have 
anticipated that the time might come 
soon when he would be forced to leave 
Mexico. 

The main point urged by General Car- 
ranza in asking for the withdrawal of 
American troops from Mexico was that 
their presence on Mexican nwoil was not 
understood by the Mexican people and 
hindered his efforts to establish civil 
government. The Mexican commission- 
ers at Atlantic City have presented this 
view to their American colleagues, but 
so far have not succeeded in convinc- 
ing the Americans of the ability of 
their government to protect American 
border life and property e*%ould the 
troops be withdrawn. 

While official reports on progress 
from Atlantic City are closely guarded, 
it has become increasingly apparent 
here that the continuance of disturbed 
conditions throughout Mexic) is oper- 
ating against the commissioners. in 
their efforts to reach a solution of the 
border problem. a 


VILLA HAS REACHED 


CHIHUAHUA SUBURBS. 

San Antonio, Texas, October 24.— 
Confirmation of the report that Villa 
has reached the outskirts of Chihuahua 
City and of fighting in the suburbs be- 
tween Villa’s men and General Trevino’'s 
command was contained in a dispatch 
received today by General Funston from 
General Bell, commanding at El Paso. 
General Bell’s report is understood to 
be based on information from Genera] 
Pershing. 

The people of Chihuahua have become 
panic-stricken, the dispatch said. 

Information has reached army cir- 
cles from several sources that General 
Trevino is short of ammunition. 


PEOPLE FLEEING 
FROM CHIHUAHUA, 

El Paso, Texas, October 24.—Mrs. Ja- 
cinto Trevino, wife of General Trevino, 
commanding the Carranza forces in the 
northeast, arrived in Juarez late last 
night. She was .accompanied by her 
children and a number of women and 
children from Chihuahua City, includ- 
ing the wives of several civil and mili- 
tary officers. 

Other refugees on the same train re- 
ported the arrival of 2,000 Carranza so}- 
diers fn Chihuahua City from the

GREAT DANUBE BRIDGE 
MENACED BY INVADERS 


Rumanians and _ Russians 
Are Concentrating to Pro- 
tect This Bridge, Which 
Carries Railway Running 
to Bucharest—Serbians 
Continue to Gain on the 
Macedonian Front. 


New York, October 24.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—In the 
Dobrudja region of Rumania the Ger- 
mans, Bulgarians and Turks are giving 
no rest to the Russians and Rumanians, 
who continue in retreat along the entire 
front from the Black sea to the Dan- 
ubeiriver, although at some points they 
are vigorously opposing the advance 
of the invaders. 

Rachova, on the river a short dis- 
tance below Tchernavoda, and Medjidie, 
on the railway midway between Tcher- 
nav@ia and Constanza, have fallen into 
the hands of the Teutonic allies. In the 
latter region cavalry is pursuing the 
retreating Russo-Rumanian forces well 
to the north of the railway line. More 
than 6,700 prisoners have been taken by 
Field Marshal von Mackensen., 


INVADERS MENACE 
}DANUBE BRIDGE. 


A Russian official statement to- 
day admits the evacuation of Med- 
jidie by the Russian and Ru- 
manians. Medjidie is approximately 
twenty miles’. inland from Con- 
stanza, the Black sea port and termi- 
‘nus of the railway, the fall of which 
was reported yesterday. Medjidie fur- 
thermore is but little more than thir- 
teen and one-half miles from Tcher- 
navoda where the Russo-Rumanian 
forces are apparently preparing to 
make a stand at the bridgehead pro- 
tecting the town. The only 
over the Danube between Belgrade 
and the sea spans the river at Tcher- 
navoda carrying the railway line run- 
ning to Bucharest. 

The Russo-Rumanian line now runs 
along the heights north of Constanza 
and Medjidie, according to the Petro- 
grad announcement, the entente forces 
have fallen back upon these ridges 
after evacuating the towns. 


PREDEAL TAKEN 
BY THE BULGARS. 


Constantinople reports the operations 
of Turkish submarines in the Black sea 
off the Rumanian coast in the sinking 
of a 3,000-ton Rumanian transport and 
sailing supply ships bound for Constan- 
za with provisions. 

Predeal, to the southward of Kron- 
stadt on the Transylvanian front, has 
been captured by the Austro-Germans, 
according to Berlin, and the resistance 
of the Rumanians in the Rothenthurm 
pass, south of Hermannstadt, has been 
broken. Bucharest announces that in 
an attack along the entire Oituz re- 
gion the Rumanians captured several 
hundred prisoners and ten guns. 

The Serbs in the Cerna region of the 
Macedonian front have put down a Ger- 
man-Bulgarian attack and themselves 
delivered a thrust which was rewarded 
by the capture of several trenches, In 
the Doiran sector the British also cap- 
tured a Teutonic allied trench. Floods 
are interfering with the operations on 
the Struma front. 


MORE GAINS MADE 
BY TEUTON ALLIES 
ON DOBRUDJA LINE 


Berlin, October 24.—(Via Sayville.) 
The capture of the Rumanian town of 
Rashova, in Dobrudja, on the Danube 
below Tchernavoda, was announced to- 
day by the war office. 

Medjidie, on the Tchernavoda-Con- 
stanza railroad, also has been captur- 
ed. The army of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen has taken prisoner more 
than 6,700 Rumanians and Russians, 

The statement follows: 

“The enemy is yielding in confusion 
before our right wing. The pursuing 
cavalry of the (Teutonic) allies has 
reached the district of Tzara Murat (16 
miles northwest of Constanza). Med- 
jidie and Rashova were captured after 
violent fighting. The total booty, in- 
cluding that reported on October 21 is 
75 officers, 6,693 men, one flag, 72 ma- 
chine guns, 12 cannon and one mine 
thrower. The losses of the Rumanians 
and the Russian reinforcements hastily 
sent in are heavy. 

“The fortress of Bucharest has been 
once more bombarded by airmen. 

“On the Macedonian front there were 
no developments.” 


BULGAR REPORT

GERMAN LINE SMASHED 
OVER FOUR-MILE FRONT 
TO DEPTH OF TWO MILES 


Over 3,600 Prisoners Have 
Been Counted by French 
and the Capture of Quan- 
tities of War Material Is 
Reported — The French 
Blow Was -Dealt With 
Lightning Suddenness. 


New York, October 24.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—Switch- 
ing their offensive from the Somme re- 
gion in Franece—possibly as a counter 
advance of the Teutonic allies in the 
Dobrudja region of tumania—the 
French have smashed the German line 
north and northeast of Verdun over a 
front of four and one-third miles, pen- 
entrating it along its entire length, in 
the center gaining a distance of nearly 
two miles. 

Preceded by a violent bombardment, 
such as marked the great attacks and 
counter attacks during the days when 
Verdun was tlre focal point in world 
interest, the offensive was delivered ap- 
proximately from the eastern bank of 
the Meuse river near Bras eastward to 
the Damloup battery. 

When night fell, the village and fort 
of Douaumont, in the center, were in 
the hands of the French, while on their 
left wing the Frenchmen had pushed

beyond Thiaumont and captured the. 
Haudromont quafry, and taken up po- 
sitions along the Bras-Douaumont road. 
On their right wing considerable prog- 
ress also had been made from Douau- 
mont to Damlioup: More than 3,600 pris- 
oners and quantities of war material 
were captured-.by the French. 

The French coup at Verdun has re- 
gained virtually all the ground lost in 
the second battle of Verdun. This was 
accomplished with lightning sudden- 
ness in a single day, whereas the Ger- 
mans occupied nearly two months in 
wresting this ground from the French. 

From the Baltic sea to the Carpa- 
thian mountains a period of compara- 
tive quiet has again set in. 

On the Austro-Italian front the Aus- 
trians and Italians at various points, 
especially on the Asiago plateau, in the 
Sugana valley, in the Plava sector of 
the middle Isonzo and on the Carso 
front are vigorously bombarding oppos- 
ing positions.

The occupation of Constanta and Med- 
jidie, in Dobrudja, by forces of the cen- 
tral powers is announced in today’s 
war office report.

No notably important  overations 
along the Rumanian northeastern 
front are reported in the official an- 
nouncement which follows:

RUMANIANS STRIKE 
ON OITUZ FRONT. 


Bucharest, October 24.—(Via 
don.)—-Rumanian troops made an at- 
tack yesterday along the whole Oituz 
front near the Transylvanian-Ruma- 
nian border. The war office announces 
the capture of ten machine guns and 
several hundred prisoners. 

The left wing of the Rumanian and 
Russian forces in Dobrudja has been 
obliged to retire towards [zara Murat, 
12 miles north of the Constanza-Tcher- 
navoda railroad line, says the Ruma- 
nian official statement issued ‘today. 
Forces of the central powers and their 
allies have occupied Constanza, 

The statement follows: 

“At Vrancea there was a minor ac- 
tion in which we took one machine 
gun. In the valley of the Buzeu there 
was artillery fighting. At Table Butzi 
calm reigns. At Bratocea ind Predelus 
the artillery fighting has become less 
Violent. 

“The enemy launched three‘attacks 
at Predeal. Fighting continues along 
the border at this locality. in the re- 
gion of Dragoslavle the enemy at- 
tacked violently. Our troops are main- 
taining their position. 

“In the valley of the Alt we attacked 
and repulsed the enemy on the left 
bank of the river. In the Jiul valley 
there were violent enemy attacks, 
which made slight progress. 

“At Tulghes .and Bicaz and 
Trotus valley the situation is un- 
changed. In the Uzul valley the ene- 
my was driven westward. ‘The fighting 
continues with violence At Oituz we 
attacked on the whole front. We have 
captured 10 officers, 302 men and 10 
machine guns. 

“In Dobrudja the enemy continued 
his attacks. Our left wing has ‘been 
obliged to retire toward Tzara Murat, 
Constanza has been occupied by the 
enemy.” 


SUCCESS IS WON 
BY SERB FORCES 
ON CERNA RIVER 


Paris, October 24.—Serbian troops 
operating in the Cerna reyion, on the 
Macedonian front, have won a new suc- 
cess, according to today’s announce- 
ment by the war office.

AILLING OF BLACK 
DESCRIBED BY HALL 


The Witness Swears Anti- 
Catholic Lecturer Was 
Killed by Banker Cope- 
land — Protestants and 
Jews Compose Jury. 


Galveston, Texas, October 24.—The 
jury in the case of John Copeland, bank 
cashier of Marshall, Texas, charged with 
murder in connection with the killing 
of William Black, an anti-Catholic lec- 
turer, in that city on February 3, 1915, 
was completed today. All the jurors are 
Protestants save two who are Jews. 

Speculation as to the whereabouts of 
Sadie Black, the girl adopted by Black 
in Arkansas, was the chief topic dis- 
cussed about the courtroom. It was 
said she had left Marshall not long 
after the shooting, and that no definite 
recorde of her whereabouts had been 
kept. 

Miss Black was present when Black 
was shot and was expected to give im- 
portant testimony in the case here. 

Hall Accuses Copeland 

Clarence F. Hall, who acted as busi- 
ness agent for William Black, testi- 
fied that John Copeland, a bank cashier 
of Marshall, fired the shot that killed 
the lecturer. 

Hall was the first witness called by 


‘the state in the trial of Copeland ona 


charge of murder. The case was trans- 
ferred to the district court here on 
change of venue. 

On cross-examination Hall admitted 


‘that he did not see the pistol from 
| which the bullet was fired, but declar- 
'ed that the shot came from Copeland’s 
| direction. 


Testimony given by Hall indicated 
that possibly he will be the only eye- 
witness of the shooting to be summon- 
ed by the state. He said he had been 
informed that Sadie Black, the girl 
the lecturer adopted in Pulaski coun- 
ty, Arkansas, is now attending school 
in Illinois. ‘ 

No returns on subpoenaes issued for 
the girl had been made in the district 
clerk’s office at the close of court to- 
night. 

Hall declared that on the afternoon 
Black was killed several men, includ- 
ing Copeland, Ryan, Tier and John Rog- 
ers, called at Black’s apartments and, 
in the course of a conversation one 
of the men told Black that he must 
“leave town” and not deliver a lecture 
which had been advertised for that 
night. Black, according to tha wit- 
ness, replied that he would deliver 
the lecture and refused to leave the 
city. 

“Then Rogers said ‘I'll be damned if 
you do,’ and seized Black,” Hall testi- 
fied, 

Alleges Black Was Killed. 

“Black tried to get up and get his 
gun, but was pinioned and failed. A 
scuffle followed.”’ 

Hall said that he saw every man 
making a motion toward his right hip 
pocket. A shot was fired from behind 
Black, he testified. He sprang back to 
the bath room for safety, pulling his 
pistol as he jumped. He fired at Rogers’ 
head, above Black’s shoulder, he said. 


Then Black, Rogers and Copeland, who 
were together, separated. Rogers fell 
and Black staggered. The girl, Sadie 
Black, caught the lecturer, who rallied 
and ran toward Hall. Hall said Black 
pulled his pistol, turned and then fell 
across Rogers’ body.

be a reproduction from the fourth de- 
gree oath of the Knights of Colum- 
bus. It declared the intention of the 
person taking the oath to wage relent- 
less warfare against all heretics, espe- 
cially Protestants and Mason's and ex- 
tirpate them, ‘hanging, strangling and 
burning them alive,’ as directed. 

‘Do you know if this matter, which 
you distributed, is the real obligation 
of the Knights of .Columbus?” Hall 
was. asked on cross-examination. 

“I do not,” said Hall. 

A number of statements purported 
to have been made by Black in his 
first lecture in Marshall reflecting on 
the confessional, convent life and other 
Catholic institutions, also were read by 
counsel for the defense. 

Hall will conclude his testimony to- 
morrow. 


No Publication of Testimony. 


For a time today it appeared that 
testimony adduced during the trial 
might not be available for publication. 
Judge Clay Stone Briggs issued an or- 
der soon after the jury was filled that 
publication of the court proceedings 
would not be permitted as it would 
render impossible the selection of juries 
in the trials of George Ryan and 
George Tier, on charges in connection 
with the shooting, which will follow 
that of Copeland. He based his order 
on the libel law of Texas, making the 
testimony privileged matter. 

Later, however, the judge ruled that 
his order would apply only to papers 
in Galveston county or to editions of 
papers sent into Galveston county.

STATE CONQUERED 


BY FELIX DIAZ. 

Douglas, <Ariz., October 24.—Felix 
Diaz completed the conquest of the 
state of Mexico four days ago, when 
he entered Toluca, the capital, accord- 
ing to a message received here today 
by a Mexican identified with the Diaz 
movement. Diaz was said to be but a 
short distance from Mexico City with 
a force of several thousand men, well 
armed and amply provisioned. 

A” letter from General Medina Bar- 
ron, a partisan of Diaz, received here 
today said he was in complete control 
of the state of Colima, having 3,000 
men under his command. He said that 
he had ample funds for the prosecution | 
of his campaign and had sufficient 
arms and ammunition for 60,000 men. 
Barron was formerly a federal colonel 
stationed in Sonora 

Advices from the same sources said 
that General Aguilar, another former 
tederal commander, at the head of sev- 
eral thousand men, holds the towns of 
Sayula and Ameca in Jalisco, as well 
as the surrounding territory for a con- 
siderable distance. The Carranza 
forces were concentrated chiefly 
around Guadalajara, it was said. 

The state of Oaxaca, with the excep- 
tion of the capital city of Oaxaca, has 
been overrun by the Diaz adherents, 
the -letter claimed. While not under 
actual siege, the Carranza fcrces were 
said to ‘be surrounded in such a man- 
ner that they cannot leave Oaxaca 
without precipitating a general en- 
gagement. 

The forces of Zapata, several thou- 
sand strong, were in the suburbs of 
Mexico City, less than two miles. from 
the most densely populated quarters, 
the letter asserted. '

It added that there are 2% 
theological institutions, 24 collegiate in- 
stitutions and 128 academies under the 
control of the church. 

Several steps looking ahead to the 
inext general convention were taken to- 
|day in the house of deputies. A com- 
'mission was appointed to make an in- 
vestigation of the conditions of living 
in rural communities and a study of the 
spiritual and economic problems of the 
farming people. This commission will 
report in Detroit in 1919. : 

Some misapprehension having arisen 
as to the*number of members of the 
chgprch in the United States, the house 
of" deputies also took steps to appoint 
a committee of three clergymen and 
three laymen to gather statistics con- 
cerning the number of communicants 
and the number of baptized persons in 
the church. 

Co-operation of the church with or- 
ganizations throughout the United 
States seeking to protect the interests 
of investors was advocated’ by the Rt. 
Rev. Benjamin Brewster, bishop of 
Maine, speaking today in the _ social 
service forum of the general conven- 
tion. He asserted that the churcn 
‘should help make the welfare of the 
workers the aim rather than private 
profits of every industry. 

Temperance was discussed for a sec- 
ond time in the house of deputies late 
in the session, when the Rev. G. L. 
Tucker, of Houma, La., introduced a res- 
olution which, if adopted would appeal 
to “fall of the people of the church to 
set the example of self-control and 
temperance by abstaining from the use 
of intoxicating liquors as a beverage, 
especially at public functions and social 
gatherings.” The resolution was re- 
ferred to the commission social 
service.

The Missionary Canon. 


The missionary canon of the church 
was amended, after a prolonged debate 
in the house of deputies, to transfer 
much of the responsibility of the board 
of missions to the general convention. 
If the house of bishops concurs, the 
general convention hereafter will deter- 
mine the amount of money to be raised 
by the board, the method of raising 
it and the field of its work.

WILSON 15 PROGRESSIVE. 


Man Named as Colonel’s Run- 
ning Mate Urges Presi- 
dent’s Re-election. 


New Orleans, October 24.—«A great 
crowd listened here tonight to a three- 
cornered debate in which progressive, 
republican and democratic issues and 
claim's were set forth, respectively, by 
John M. Parker, progressive nominee 
for vice president; Clarence S. Hebert, 
chairman of the republican state cen- 
tral committee, and Congressman H. 
Garland Dupre. The debate was a fea- 
ture of the Louisiana campaign, held 
under auspices of the Civic Forum of 
the Young Men’s Hebrew association. 

Mr. Parker told what the progressive 
party had accomplished and declared 
both republican and democratic parties 
have adopted a number of progressive 
issues.

War Easy to Begin.

Drove Off the Rumanians. 

At about 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
the rifles and machine guns of the Teu- 
tonic allies: drove off the Rumanians, 
and simultaneously an infantry attack 
on the Rumanians holding Pass Height, 
which forms the border, developed to 
the accompaniment of a severe bom- 
bardment with heavy pieces. In the pine 
forest covering Pass Height the Ruma- 
nians made a good stand, but elsewhere 
the German artillery was too much for 
them. When night fell the Rumanians 
had lost several of their positions 
which offered good vantage points for 
defense, 

The action was a most spectacular 
one as seen from the correspondent’s 
observation. Its most prominent fea- 
ture was the terrible accuracy’ of the 
German and Hungarian artillery fire, 
the effects of which were watched 
from a distance of 3,300 yards. 

The first shells fired were mainly 
bull’s-eyes, causing the Rumanians to 
swarm out of their trenches, On the 
slope to the northwest a magazine wa’ 
hit and exploded, causing the Ruma- 
nians to scatter wildly. Through the 
single long street of a mountain town 
hKumanian reinforcements were advanc- 
ing, but these broke their formation 
when the bombardment started. For 
four hours the narrow pass was filled 
with a deafening roar and the rever- 
berations of the artiNery and the sharp 
crack of the machine gun and rifle fire, 
while the tops of the mountains, as 
well as Pa'ss: Height, were draped in 
: dense cloud of powder smoke and 
aust. 


Rumanians Hardening Up. 


The actions at the Vulcan, Red Tow- 
er, Toerzburg and Predeal passes, as 
well as the open field engagements 
near Hermannstadt along the <Aluta 
river, in the Ghost forest, and at Kron- 
Ssiadt, were all witnessed by the Asso- 
Ciated Press correspondent. The indi- 
cations are that the Rumanians are 
hardening up, as lately many of their 
organizations have ‘stood their ground 
well, especially new regiments along 
the Transylvanian border, 

The correspondent met several hun- 
dred Rumanian prisoners during his 
tour who gave him their impressions 
which seemed to justify the estimate 
that the Rumanian army is still far 
from the point where it is able to meet 
its opponent's on the basis of equal 
numbers. While the Rumanian artil- 
lery is seemingly still of doubtful value 
an improvement is noticeable in the 
organized tactical bodies. Remnants 
of the first and second armies are still 
in the mountains, but aside from these 
men Transylvania has been cleared 
from Palanka pass to Or’sova. 

At Campulung, as well as at Red 
Tower, the Rumanians were outflanked 
yesterday by the German mountain 
troops, who succeeded in crossing the 
mountains, the men carrying food for 
four days and ammunition, scaling the 
sieep mountain sides and descending 
into deep valleys and gorges until a 
point wa's reached where the Rumanian 
flank could be attacked.

ON THE BRITISH FRONT 


Shell Craters Turned Into 
Bowls of Porridge—Fields 
Slippery as Glass.

Press.) 

British Front in France, October 25.— 
(Via London.)—The British are saying 
that if the Germans had ordered the 
weather it could not have suited their 


purposes better than during these last 
two days of persistent rain, which has 
turned shell craters into bowls of por- 
ridge, made trench sides fall in, kept 
every stitch of clothing of the men in 
the front line saturated and made the 
field across which charges have to be 
made as slippery as glass. 

Sunday and part of Monday, with 
clear cold weather which let the gun- 
ners see their targets, the soldiers were 
Swinging their arms to keep warm. 
Now the gunners stare out in the walls 
in mist and the soldiers who have been 
in the trenches look like balls of x 
Artillery preparation necessary for at- 
tack is impossible wtftfhout visibility, 
and, aS one gunner said, the visibility 
is so low that the tanks will have to 
use fog horns to prevent collision if 
they go wandering across the uncharted 
shell craters. 

The Germans in their machine gun 
positions need only enough visibility to 
see a few hundred yards. 

But about Le Transley, where the 
British attacked Monday over a nar- 
row front and took about a thousand 
yards of trenches, the bloodiest and 
fiercest kind of fighting has been pro- 
ceeding all day (Tuesday). The utter 
discomfort and mud and the wet seem 
only to make both sides more bitter. 

Against the British here are the vet- 
eran German regiments which took 
forts Vaux and Douaumont at Ver- 
dun—now as savage in defense as they 
were in attack last spring. The trenches 
in this region have names appropriate 
for the weather and the season, such 
as “Misty .trench,” “Hazy trench” and 
“Stormy,” “Cloudy,” “Windy,” “Spec- 
trum” and “Orion” trench. 

The Germans have been making no 
attacks except counter attacks, aim- 
ing to drive the British out when they 
geet ground in any one of these trenches 
The men of both sides, wallowing in 
the mud, strive to keep up some form 
of cover from the shell fire and against 
the fire of machine guns which other 
wallowing men strive to keep from 
foundering while trench mortars splash 
fountains of mud over them.

“Here is what prohibition has done to 
Atlanta!” cried the Baltimore wets, and 
they lifted out a portion of one sentence of 
that article and built round it a full-page 
paid advertisement in a Baltimore daily. 

Of course, the prohibitionists of Mary- 
land retaliated. They sent numerous tele- 
grams to Atlanta asking for a refutation of 
the libel—for the truth. As a result, an- 
other full page in the same Baltimore daily, 
and a full page for several consecutive days, 
carried the replies from the governor of 
Georgia, from the mayor, from Mr. Can- 
dler, the presidents of the Atlanta and the 
Georgia Chambers of Commerce, the leading 
real estate men, the most prominent bank- 
ers, the leading merchants, etc. These men 
invariably substantiated the statements in 
their entirety embodied in the original Les- 
lie's article, but denounced the methods 
of the Baltimore liquor interests in dis- 
torting the truth and in making perverted 
end false and unfair use of that article. 

This all occurred early in October. Since 
then the statements of Atlanta’s leading 
citizens have been madg, use of by prohibi- 
tion workers, and quoted in the prints, from 
coast to coast of the United States; and as 
a climax The Manufacturers’ Record, Bal- 
timore, one of the most widely circulated 
class publications in America, last week 
devoted is front cover and four full pages 
of its reading matter to Georgia and the 
south, and this very question of how Geor- 
gia and Atlanta likes prohibition and is 
prospering under it. All of the telegrams 
alluded to and many additional ones from 
the leading manufacturers and additional 
business men of Atlanta—all giving in de- 
tail the truth about Atlanta, its population, 
wealth, business opportunities, industries, 
vital statistics, etc.—are printed and edito- 
rially commended. 

The excerpt from the article in Leslie’s 
has been taken in certain quarters as a 
basis for criticism of Leslie’s Weekly on 
the false charge that its columns had been 
used “to malign Georgia.” 

Nothing could be further from fact. In 
the first place, if Leslie’s had been an enemy 
of the south, the article could not justly 
have been used as evidence that it was 
misinterpreting it. In the next place, of 


all the periodicals in the country not one 
has been a more consistent friend of the 
south than Leslie’s Weekly! Its editor,

FARM AUTO INVESTMENT. 


In an editorial on “A Vision of the Fu- 
ture,” based on the automobile industry, 
The Louisville Courier-Journal quotes the 
statement of Benjamin Briscoe, an auto- 
mobile manufacturer, that “half of the cars 
now being bought are bought by farmers, 
and that within a few years half of the 
farmers in the entire country will be using 
automobiles.” 

Numerous reasons are given—aside from 
whatever general farm prosperity there 
may be—why the farmer, as compared with 
the man of the city, can best afford the in- 
vestment and upkeep of a car, and why a 
car is a good business investment for him: 


The town man with the $1,500 income 
must pay for everything he eats. He 
must pay rent. If he wants an automo- 
bile he must pay additional rent, to 
provide quarters for it, or pay a monthly 
bill at a garage. As a rule, the town 
man is not a mechanic. He goes often to 
the repair shop. The farmer must be a 
fair mechanic, or must have someone on 
the farm who is. In one way or another 
he avoids repair bills to a certain extent, 
although not altogether, of course. He 
can keep the machine in a shed. There 
is no bill for storage. He uses it for 
business as often as for pleasure, saving 
man and team labor, or ‘‘time’’ in the 
sense that the team is used by an em- 
ployer of labor, when he goes, or sends, 
for repairs for other machinery. He 
hauls a good deal of small freight in his 
automobile. He goes to town in it and 
saves car fare. It enables him to do 
without the buggy horse and reduce the 
number of “head of stock” fed constant- 
ly in his stable. 


Pretty good arguments for the auto on 
the farm, and among the best of them, as 
The Courier-Journal states, is “the increase 
of farm values from good roads.” 

In Georgia, as elsewhere — wherever 
there is a county with a good roads record; 
where the good roads spirit has brought 
permanent results in a thoroughgoing, work- 
ing system for the maintenance of a coun- 
ty’s roadways, greater farm prosperity is in 
evidence, and the automobile and the auto 


truck are in demand. 


And under such conditions there will be 
an increasing demand for them. 

A prosperous Georgia farmer said re- 
cently that, working on,the line of greater 
farm efficiency, progressive farmers are ex- 
tending their farming operations so as to 
include every help that science and inven- 
tion can afford, no matter what the cost.

The hopelessly crippled and blind are 
everywhere, “and what can ‘these do,” asks 
a correspondent, “in the time of rehabilita- 
tion?” 

The comment of a soldier of “The Army 
of the Blind,” struck home: “Our case is 
pitiful,” he said, “but we are not so blind 
as the men who made the war!”’

SENATOR SMITH. WILL SPEAK 


Fresh from a campaign tour of the &tates 
of the middle west, during which he spoke in 
the so-called “doubtful” states of that st®c- 
tion, United States Senator Hoke Smith is 
scheduled for the principal speech at a great 
democratic rally, to begin promptly at 8 
o’clock, in the Grand opera house tonight. 

The rally is to be held under the auspices 
of the Young Men’s Democrnxtic Club of Ful- 
ton county and the Fulto ity Woodrow 
Wilson club. These two ‘izations have 
been preparing for it f weeks, and the 
stage is all set to make of it the greatest 
political meeting held here in years. This 
is largely because it is to be the first and 
only strictly Woodrow Wilson campaign rally 
of the year in Atlanta, and, so far as is now 
known, in the state. Prominent citizens of 
Atlanta and the state have taken an active 
interest in the plans for the meeting in or- 
der to insure its success. Among them is 
J. K. Orr, one of the leaders on the committee 
on arrangements, who yesterday said: 

“This is not to be an ordinary political 
meeting, but it is to be a great gathering 
of the people of a state, of all parties, in the 
interests of the greatest man of the nation 
for another term as president. We want the 
biggest crowd there which ever attended a 
political meeting in the history of Atlanta— 
we want them all to come, and show Wood- 
row Wilson that we are all for him. While, 
of course, Georgia is a democratic and W1l- 
son state, the psychological effect of such a 
meeting as we hope to have will have more 
of a bearing upon the campaign than might 
be imagined.” 

As president of the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic Club of Fulton County, Walter P. 


Andrews, state senate nominee, will preside. 
He will introduce Governor Nat E. Harris, 
who, in turn, will introduce Senator Smith. 

Senator Smith will reach Atlanta from 
his speaking tour this afternoon. A por- 
tion of his speech tonight will be devoted 
to a general resume of the national political 
situation as he has summarized it from data 
and impressions he has received throughout 
the various states in which he has been cam- 
paigning in the interests of the national 
ticket. He will give his reasons for conclud- 
ing certain states will vote as he prophesies 
they. will vote in November. 

Another portion of his speech will be 
devoted to a discussion of the “woman 
question” in politics, basing this upon the 


impressions received during his speech-mak- 


ing tour of Illinois, in which state the women 
will vote this fall for the first time. 

In this connection, the committee 
charge of tonight’s rally have issued an espe- 
cially urgent invitation to the women of At- 
lanta and elsewhere to attend, and all of the 
boxes of the theater have been reserved for 
them. They are expected to be present in great 
numbers, especially members:of the Feder- 
ation of Women’s Clubs, under the leadership 
of President Mrs. Spencer R. Atkinson. 

Senator Smith will close his address with 
a discussion in detail of all of the issues 
which have been raised during the campaign 
and having any bearing upon it, and a per- 
sonal eulogy of the president and Vice Pres- 
ident Thomas R. Marshall. 

That the house will be crowded is assured, 
especially since many ardent Wilson parti- 
sans in communities outside of Atlanta have 
signified their intention of attending.

‘Women in States Where They Can Vote 
Will Cast Ballot for Woodrow Wilson” 


---California Business Man 


That the women of the nation are strongly 
for President Wilson’s re-election, and that 
they will vote that way in the states of the 
west and in Illinois, where they have the 
elective franchise, is the opinion of L. O. 
Dale, a prominent mining and business man, 
of Oakland, Cal., who arrived in Atlanta on 
a business mission yesterday, and who, being 
an ardent democrat, paid a call during the 
day to the women’s headquarters of the dem- 
ocratic national finance committee for Geor- 
gia, 316 Empire building. 

Mr. Dale has traveled extensively through- 
out the states westfromthe Mississippi, and 
is especially conversant with the political 
Status of the three Pacific seaboard states 
of California, Oregon and Washington. His 
observation has led him to conclude that in 
the western states where women vote, the 
women control the balance of power, and that 
it will be thrown unitedly to Wilson. As to 
California, he is doubtful, however, owing, 
he says, to the undoubtedly strong follow- 
ing of Hiram Johnson, formerly running mate 
on the progressive ticket with Roosevelt, 
now governor of California, and the repub- 
lican nominee for United States senator. 

Independent Vote for Wilson. 

The “independent” vote, thinks Mr, Dale, 
is going’ to cut a greater figure in the forth- 
coming than im any previous election, and 
this, he says, will be manifest in all sections 
of the country, very notably in the west; 
and the majority of that vote, he feels, Wil- 
son will get. 

Coming fresh from the Pacific coast, 

whence few authentic reports and opinions 
anent the political situation have been re- 
ceived recently, what Mr. Dale had to say 
yesterday should prove of particular interest. 
said: 
“In the west, even more than in the east, 
there is a great and growing independence 
among voters on political matters. Party 
ties count but little with a large percentag 
of voters; the man counts everything. This 
new political freedom is everywhere, but 
has shown remarkable growth on the coast 
and in the middle west in the past twelve 
years, 

“This disposition of voters to ignore par- 
ty ties will secure for President Wilson 
many thousands of votes from people who 
have been republican, and would be yet were 
the conditions in their own party to their 
liking. This is true in California, Oregon, 
Washington, Kansas and Nebraska in a strik- 
ing degree. 

“While California will probabhy go for 
Mr. Hughes, largely on account of the strong 
personality of Governor Johnson, who is a 
candidate for United States senator, yet 
there will be many who will not vote for 
the governor who is a progressive-repub- 
lican. 

In the Doubtfal Column. 

“Washington and Oregon, as well as Ne- 
braska, normally republican, are in the doubt- 
ful column, with the drift decidedly toward 
President Wilson. While Kansas, a_rock- 
ribbed republican state, will undoubtedly cast 
its vote for Hughes, manw thousands of 
farmers especially, are going to vote for Mr. 
Wilson. They like him for two things, above 
all—‘He has kept us out of war’ is one ar- 


_gument, and they regard him as a friend of

“This drift to the. president is reported 
strong in Ohio, Illinois,; Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota, all of them republican states; they re- 
port the farmers to be flocking to Mr. Wil- 
son.

“I have reasons for believing 
strong drift of votes to Wilson largely 
the women’s votes.

BY COL. ROOSEVELT 


Colonel Tells What He 
Would Have Done to Ger- 
many on Account of the 
Sinking of the Lusitania. 


- 

Denver, Col., October 24.—Pleas for 
universal military training and criti- 
cism of President Wilson for ‘‘debauch- 
ery of the civil service,” characterized 
the address here tonight by Theodore 
Roosevelt. He urged that compulsory 
training would redound to the benefit 
of the nation by increasing democracy, 
developing American youth physically 
and mentally and aiding the country’s 
social and industrial development. Hle 
declared President Wilson had ‘“ex- 
changed offices for political support.” 

Colonel Roosevelt advocated repeal of 
the Hay military bill and the restora- 
tion of the militia to its former status. 
He cited Switzerland’s development as 
an instance of what compulsory mili- 
tary training would do in developing a 
country “physically, mentally and mor- 
ally.” 

Colonel Speaks to Women. 

The colonel divided his afternoon 
gpeech, which primarily was to. the 
women of the state, between an appeal 
to them to vote for Charles E. Hughes 
for president, and a sharp criticism of 
the administration’s foreign and Mexi-. 
can policies, 

Ile declared the passage of a consti- 
tutional amendment 
women was the most practical and ex- 
pedient goal for the suffragists now, 
and asserted Mr. Hughes would maine 
tain his announced stand in favor of 
this amendment. 

The colonel participated in three pa- 
rades through the business section; one 
this morning on his arrival, one this 
afternoon when a committee of repub- 
lican women escorted him to the Audi- 
torium for his speech, and a “red fire 
demonstration” tonight. Late this aft- 
ernoon he spoke briefly to the mem- 
bers of the “Hughes Women’s Special” 
eAampaign party, which arrived late 
today. 

The colonel told the women's meet- 
ing that if he had been president and 
had sent President Wilson’s “strict ac- 
countability’” message to Germany, 
“there would have been no more ships 
sunk—unless there was a fight after- 
ward. The Lusitania was sunk with 
its 1,394 deaths ag a consequence, be- 
cause other nations believed we'd wel- 
come being kept out of war. If I had 
been president then, I’d have seized ev- 
ery interned German ship and then I'd 
have said to Germany, ‘now we'll see 
not what you are going to give us as 
compensation for this, but what we are 
gZOing to give you.” 

Hie Abhorg Wanton War. 
ae abhor unju'st and wanton war. But 
if it were necessary to protect our 
women and children I'd have gone to 
war. When I was president and Ger- 
many wanted to assume control of part 
of Venezuela ‘temporarily,’ I got Dewey 
and had every ship in the fleet ready 
down south off Porto Rico. And I got 
the arbitration I asked for because Ger- 
many knew I meant what I said. 

“If it had been otherwise we would 
have had a German stronghold in Ven- 
ezuela and most of the present war 
would have been fought right here at 
our front door. 

“Just as sure as other nations get the 
impression that we are ‘too proud to 
fight’ this nation will have to go to 
war. When I was president I always 
tried to do strict justice. I wrote no 
notes—oh, one or two, but as a regular 
exercise that did not appeal to me— 
and I did what was equally important 
—I made it clear 1 was not too proud 
to fight.’’

PROPOSE RATE CHANGES 
FOR IRON AND STEEL 


Railroads Allege Georgia Spe- 
cial List of 1910 Unrea- 
sonably Low. 


The cancellation of the present com- 
modity rates in Georgia on iron and 
Steel articles and the _ substitution 
therefor of a commodity scale which 
would place the Georgia rates on the 
commodities on an equality with rates 
upon similar commodities, interstate 
and intrastate, in other southern states, 
was the proposition presented to the 
state railroad commission by Randall 
Clifton, assistant freight traffic man- 
ager of the Southern railway, Tuesday. 

Mr. Clifton gave a history of rates 
on these commodities in Georgia, show- 
ing how they have been reduced, and 
stating the objections of the carriers to 
the reductions of 1910 in particular, 
which reductions, ‘he stated, the car- 
riers believe were without justification. 
The proposed new rates would not 
make the rates as high as those in ef- 
fect prior to 1910. 

Mr. Clifton proposed the cancellation 
of the Georgia special iron and steel 
list for the reason that the carriers 
believe articles included in the list do 
not possess characteristics which enti- 
tle them to special commodity rates, 
They are proposing to include in the 
proposed classification a number of ar- 
ticles also which are not row included 
in the Georgia special iron and steel 
list. 7 

The proposed new carload rates rep- 
resent about a 12 per cent reduction 
undér two-thirds of sixth class, under 
which many iron and steel articles now 
move in Georgia, and +sunder which 
other iron and _ steel articles _moved 
prior to the application of the Georgia 
special iron and steel list of 1910. The 
proposed carload rates will represent 
increases over the special list. 

The less than carload rates proposed 
represent approximately 130 per cent 
of the proposed carload scale, and are 
lower than either the present second, 
third, fourth, fifth or sixth class rates 
under which many iron and steel arti- 
cles moved in Georgia, and also lower 
than the proposed sixth class rates, 
Mr. Clifton pointed out that under the 
interstate revision, effective January l, 
of this year, the less than carload 
rates, interstate, were left at sixth 
class. 

Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon sess.0n N. B. 
Wright, general freight afent of the 
Central of Georgia railroai, asked the 
cancellation of a number of miscella- 
neous special commodity rates now ap- 
plying from the Georgia ports lo sev- 
eral interior Georgia points, and «hse 
substitution of either southern classi- 
fication ratings of commodi'y scales 
somewhat lower than class raves toere- 
for. There is no movement under a 
large number of these Georgia com- 
modity rates, 

Principal among the commodities on 
which these changes are 
wooden boxes, brooms, tin cans, coffee, 
candy, crackers and calies, banana 
drums, glass fruit jars and window 
giass, green salted hides, wire and nails, 
creosote oi] (except from the Georgia 
ports to Fort McPherson, where a con- 
tinuation of the present rate is asked), 
straw and woodenware. 

Mr. Wright stated that the cancel- 
lation of the commodity rates is asked 
with the understanding that if a move- 
ment warranting it develops in the fu- 
ture the carriers will consenf to ahe 
establishment of commodity ra‘tes. 

G. 8S. Rains, assistant fre.cht traffic 
manager of the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
road, asked that no change be made 
in the rates on paper bags from At- 
lanta to the ports on accoint of com- 
petitive conditions through a failure 
yet to revise the interstate rates, as 
contemplated under the interstste com- 
merce commission order, effective las 
January, but desired to apply higher 
rates to intermediate poinis.
